To THE Editor:— la it not a trifle child- 
ish in Mr. Baillie-Orobman to try to 
sneer at mo as an "anonymous writer"

the i,,»iioen's birthday or the 4th of July 
is to bo the /e^eday of tho dominant race" 
in British Columbia.

THE WATER AGUHY. 

On Wodiiesday eveniuij; C!oiiii. I'eaisc 
chiu-<,'eil Cditii. liii^'giiis with having, while 
editor <jf 'I'llE ('cn.nMsi', iiifunniMl the 
ratoi)ayers that the liuiidi'y scheiiii! (so- 
called) wan thu ciiio coiiipreheiidcd by the 
$75,000 by-law voted upon in Auj^iist of 
last year. The ex-editor arose and read 
the followipg extract from The Colonist 
of AiigtLst •-' 4th, 1886, the inomiug of tlio 
day cm wliieh the voting on the by-law 
took [ilace: 

"N'o scheme lias hceii prepari'd and none will 
be until the ratepayers shall have authorized 
the loan.

doraoil it. W'liiitover may have 
boon Mr. Llij^giiia' belief ut the 
time the lirst tirticle wiia penned, ho 
Beem.s in the silbaeqtiont issue to have cor- 
rected his lir.sf iiniii'ossion and to have 
told the ralopayfrs as tlioy appmaclied 
the voting place that no achemu had boon 
prepared and none would be un- 
til the loan had been author- 
ized. The Ilondiy selionie was 
never fairly before the coiyieii before .Mr. 
Bell had digoaloil it and found that the 
levels on which the schoniu was based 
were wrong and that the scheme w:is con- 
sequently unw<)r>{able. Had all the nieni- 
bors of the c<uincil been cumniitted to the 
Hendry project over and over a<,'aiii, the 
discovery made by Mr. Hell wouhl havi! 

The 
T'l'oics speaks of t lie lOli ralepayei s wlio 
petitioned the (•'iiiiKil In adopt the lien- 
dry sciieiiio ,is llio "masters'' id' the (■oun- 
cillors.

"masters" or ratopaj'ers in this city, of 
whom the 102 si^iuu-.s, intluential tind ro-

in whicii iiur contoiiiporary seeks to mag- 
nify the petition he speaks eonti-mpt nous- 
ly of the live councillors as a "few . ' The 
"few" hajjpen to constitute the majority 
of the council; but .as 102 signers .ire not 
a majority of I-192 ratoii.iyois, whoro does 
our osfi'eiiK!il eontimipoiary draw the 
parallel, or how can he expl.aiii .iwa^- the 
anomaly he has himself created / 



from the station of Zagazig. Tin* tomiile

Yesterda'v niorning Capt. Devereaux re- 
ceived intimation that Brotchio lodge 
buoy was settling. The Douglas proceed- 
ed to the place to find out what was 
wrong. A boat was lowered from the 
steamer whioh contained the mate and 
four men inoluduig Thos. Streeton and 
Douglas Booth. On reacliing tho buoy a 
rope was attached and those on the atoain- 
or endeavored to right the buoy, \vhich 
was lying on tho water at an angle of 
45°. The men in tho boat which waa at- 
tached to the buoy asaiatod, and tvhen 
they bad righted it to a certain point a 
hole was duoovered and before thoy could 
do anything, , the' air ' contiftined in the 
upper portion was expelled and filling 
with water the huge "guard against 
danger" plunged into tho depths of the 
sea carrying the boat with it and the two 
men Thomas Streeton and Douglas Booth. 
The other men were picked^up by a boat 
which put otl' from the steamer. Booth 
and Streeton were seen to rise once and 
as their heads appeared ■ heartrending 
shouts wei.- heard, but only for a 
moment as thoy sank benoKth the 
waves and were seen no more. The other 
men wore picked up by the relief boat. 
Capt. Devereaux sent to Esquinialt for 
graiii)ling irons, and an atteriipt was made 
to recover tho bodies, bu't without avail, 
and after searching for several hours, the 
steamer returned to port. Streeton was 
well known in Victoria, having come here 
from Ilia native i)laco, Cantorbuiy, J£ng., 
about six years ago as a sailor ou the ship 
Duke of Aborcorn. Ho waa aged about 26 
years, was sober and industrious and a 
married man. Booth had only recently 
been discliargod from H. M. S. Connor- 
ant, having served lionoraldy hia ton 
years. ( )n Thursday night ho joined the 
Foresters Order, and although but a short 
time in the city was well and favorably 
known. Thu hole imthe buoy was caused 
bj' the Viisoniite striking it a few cveiiiiiga 
ago. The f.act was rejiorted to Capt. 
Lewis, who examined the buoy and feiind 
it to all .■ijiijearances perfectly sniind. A 
now buoy was placed in position yeslcr- 
day afternoon, but it is said no further 
attempt will be made to recover the bod- 
ies, as the tide current runs- about threu 
miles an hour at that point, and it is ptw- 
sible thoy will be cast on tho beach by the 
tide.
